In early July 1951 the Soviet troops stationed at Port Arthur were being 
inoreased to three "divisional groups", altogether about 100,000 men. aval, 
ground and air foroe officers of flag rank were constantly to be seen in the 
streets, and ceremonial occasions were normally attended by more than thirty 
generals.
